Gives up the Race With an Exhausted 


Man at Oar No. S. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


HENI.EY, England, June 10.—Again the 


weatber has proven the very best for the 
Grand Challenge cup regatta, at least, so 
far as sight seeing is concerned. The wind 
is a little too stiff for the fairest condi- 
tions on the water course, but with this 
exception the day is almost a perfect one 
for sports. 


Although "England went to bed sore" 


last night, another immense crowd lined 
the banks of the Thames today. All the 
gaiety and social life represented yester- 
day seemed present again. The general 
interest was even greater than on the first 
day of the regatta because of Cornell's 
"fluke victory yesterday, whereby the 
Americans were allowed the heat with the 
Leanders who failed to start. 
People 


came out to see if Cornell could prove her 
right to the claim of victor. Cornell had 
a great deal at stake and the excitement 
at the beginning of her race Tfith Trinity 
was at fever heat. 
No more exciting 


scene was ever witnessed on the course. 


The principal features of today's pro- 


gram were the trial heats between New 
College and Eton, and Cornell and Trinity. 
As was the case yesterday, Cornell was 
the center of interest and the object of all 
eyes. When the Ithacans' boat first glided 
into view from Cornell's boat house, the 
immense tnrcng of spectators in one 
general voice exclaimed "There is Cor- 
nell," and cheer on cheer from American 
throats again greeted the i'ankee shell. 


The winners of today's heats were to be 


the contestants in the final heats for the 
prize cup tomorrow, and this fact added 
importance to the outcome. 


The first heat was between Eton and 


New College. It was very close and re- 
sulted in a victory for New College by a 
length and a half only. The time was fast 
7 minutes 18 seconds. 


After this event the great crowd settled 


back for the Cornell-Trinity Hall race. 
Every opinion as to the outcome was 
heard. Cornell's friends were confident. 
English criticism was very generally 
against Cornell's action yesterday in not 
returning to the start and rowing the 
race with the Leanders in "sportsmanlike" 
manner, and so the feeling was not the 
most cordial. But everywhere it was said 
that the sharp diversion of opinion as to 
the justice of Cornell's retaining the heat 
they won unopposed yesterday would 
spur the Ithaca boys to efforts today which 
would show conclusively that the result 
would be the same if the Leanders had 
started. 
• 


But Cornell showed nothing ofthe kind. 


Trinity hall beat them with the greatest 
ease, Cornell never finishing the race. 


I One of Cornell's crew becoming exhausted 
is a part of Trinity's victory. A boat race 
is a test of endurance as well as skill, and 
before thousands of dissappointed sym- 
pathizers Cornell faiied in this test. 


The Start, 


There was a strong wind blowing off 


shore when the two crews came to take 
their positions for the start. Trinity had 
all the advantage of the weather condi- 
tions. Both crews seemed to share the 
intense feeling of the crowds on shore, 
and showed some little signs of excite- 
ment. When the signal shot from the 
umpire's boat was fired, one deafening 
shout from the shores went up. Cornell at 
once forged a little ahead of her oppon- 
ent, pulling at the phenomenal rate of 
forty-six strokes to the minute, Trinity 
making forty-two. 
| 
Cornell Leads.

The boats were nearly even at the top 


of the island 250 yards from the start. 
Cornell was leading by a few feet at the 
quarter mile and steadily gained from this 
point to the half mile; at Fawley court 
they were three-fourths of a length in 
advance. 


Trinity Begins to Gain.

Trinity now began gaining and at Hus- 


! key Gate had cut Cornell's lead down to 
! n half length. 
At the mile they had 


i closed the difference to a quarter length 


j and at the Isthmian boat house they were 


i only a few feet behind and still gaining. 


Cornel! Stops Rowing. 


At this point there seemed to be some 


confusion in the Cornell boat, the oars 
becoming out of time. 
A moment later 


and the men had stopped rowing. 


An Exhausted Cornell Man. 


The cause was soon apparent. Fennel], 


Cornell's No. 5, showed signs of exhaustion 
when the boat reached Fawley court boat 
house, but he pluckily continued to row 
until the boat came abreast ofthe Isthmian 
club house when he fell back in the boat 
and the man behind him dropped his oar 
and bathed the exhausted man's temples. 
This was the end for Cornell's chances. 


Cornell Gives Up. 


Trinity immediately took advantage of 


this mishap to their opponents and drew 
away at a wonderfully fast pace. Fennell 
was soon restored but it was then too late 
and the Cornell men were obliged to give 
up. They paddled despondently to one of 
the boat houses where they were received 
with cheers. 


The Sick Man's Condition, 


Fennell was immediately placed in a 


doctor's care. He did not faint, but was 
overcome by exhaustion. 
The terrific 


rate at which Cornell had been rowing 
was too much for him and he had to suc- 
cumb. The doctor had no apprehension 
of serious results. 


Scenes When Cornell Gave Up. 


When Trinity passed Cornell, the shouts 


of her English admijers fairly shook the 
banks of the river. 
At the same time 


Americans on the bank tried to arouse 
Cornell by yells, cheers, college cries, and 
shouts of "Oh, Cornell, don't let em pass 
you." It was soon seen that Fennell had 
dropped and the shouts from all immedi- 
ately ceased. 
Every American was at 


once filled with anxiety to learn the con" 
dition ofthe exhausted man, and as many 
as were able to do so went to the club 
house to which Fennel had been taken to 
express their sympathy. 


The Trinity rowers kept up their rapid 


pace and crossed the finish line winners in 
7 minutes, 15 seconds. The fact was, the 
Trinity crew ran away from Cornell and 
the latter gave up. The Cornell's time to 
Ft,wley court boat house was 3 minutes, 
23 seconds. 


The supporters of the Trinity crew ac- 


companied 
that boat along the hank 


cheering them with all sorts of cries, and 
the crew received a tremendous ovation 
when they crossed the finish line. 


Americans' Feelings. 


No more chagrined and disappointed 


crowd e\'er witnessed a sport event than 
the 
American sympathizers 
present 


today. The Cornell crew and their sup- 
porters are too much disgusted and cha- 
grined to say much, but they are unanim- 
ous in declaring that they would have 
won if Fennell had not given out. But 
this is poor consolation. It was a clear 
defeat. 


Sympathy with Cornell has somewhat 


cooled since yesterday's fiasco, and al- 
though little is said since today's result, 
the impression is certainly rife that their 
mishap served them right.

Howes to a friend in this town, has been 
handed to the TRANSCRIPT, which cheer- 
fully gives it space, Believing it will be of 
interest to all the readers of this paper. 
Mr. Howes is traveling through Europe in 
company with H. W. Clark and family, 
and his descriptions Of places visited and 
sights seen will be found pleasant reading. 


HOME, ITALY, June 14,1895. 


My Dear Mr. 
On the eve of my 


departure from North Adams, you said 
that you would be pleased to hear from 
me. I have taken you at your word, and 
have long since learned that the greatest 
source of obtaining pleasure, is to give 
pleasure. 


I sailed from New York, May 22, in com- 


pany with Mr. and Mrs. H. W. CJark and 
their two children on the steamer "New 
York," of the American line, at 11 o'clock 
a. m. Crowds of people were at the wharf 
to wave their good byes and wish us a 
"bon voyage." I was very pleased to find 
a number of my friends among the throng. 
We sailed away amid the cheers and 
shouts of the people on shore. All nature 
was smiling. I never saw a better feeling 
or better natured crowd. 
The steamer 


was like one beautiful flower garden, 
which was a token of t love and affection 
for many of the passengers. As we were 
losing sight of land I had that indescrib- 
able feeling which experience alone brings 
to us, (not of sea sickness) a sort of lump 
in the throat, but when a large package 
of letters were brought me from kind 
thoughtful 
friends, that feeling soon 


passed awa3'. 


Our trip, as a whole, was an ideal one ; 


only two days of rough weatber. Three 
of our party were ill for a few hours, while 
Mr. C. and myself proved to be very good 
sailors. 
We had several distinguished 


passengers—Sol Smith Russell, Mrs. John 
Mackey, Eugene Kelly and family and his 
wife's sister, Miss Milmo; a part of the 
Astor family, Countess Pappenheim, Ben 
Davies, the English tenor; Theodore 
Thomas, Prince Giovanni del Derago, Wil- 
liam T. Adams, the author of the Oliver 
Optic series, and, strange to say, but one 
Smith and one Jones. It was said that 
our passengers represented the greatest 
wealth that ever sailed at one time from 
New York. We had two entertainments 
on board steamer, and you may think it 
strange when I say that one of these was 
an attempt at the EpHtopal service. 
I 


consider the service most beautiful and 
impressive when conducted by the clergy 
or an experienced layman on land, but 
when conducted by an inexperienced 
purser and the congregation singing in 
half as many different keys as there are 
people, led by the poorest and slowest 
organist I ever listened to, and a few of 
the would-be devout Episcopalians at- 
tempting to kneel, rise and sit at the 
proper time, but coming far short of the 
mark because of the rolling and tossing of 
the steamer, it was ludicrous, to say the 
least. If there is a place in this world 
where a man feels that he wants to wor- 
ship and praise God it is on the grand old 
ocean. One's piety must run much deeper 
than mine not to see the funny side to a 
service like that. The night before we 
landed an entertainment was given for 
the benefit of the various societies of 
Seaman, which was very good. Sol Smith 
Russeil was the most interesting contribu- 
tor. Ben Davies was conspicious by his 
absence. 


We reached Southampton Wednesday 


afternoon, being out a little more than 
one week. As we were nearing South- 
ampton by the Needles a brass band on 
the North German Lloyd line played "The 
Star Spangled Banner." 
Music never 


sounded better and I could not keep back 
the tears. We took a steamer for Havre, 
reaching there Thursday a. m., having 
sailed 3,238 miles. The ride by rail from 
Havre to Paris, a distance of 155 miles, 
was most refreshing after our long voyage. 
The country is under a high state of culti- 
vation. The gardens extend to the very 
tops of the hills and are uniform. 
The 


fields are covered with beautiful wild 
flowers, the red poppy being conspicious. 
We passed through Rouen and got a fair 
idea of the exterior of the noted Cathe- 
dral from the train. 


T9 write of what I saw in Paris would 


require weeks and I would only weary 
you by attempting that which has been so 
well done by others. I will give you a 
few of the impressions made by the way. 
Cleanliness on the grand boulevards and 
great thoroughfares was noticeable. 
A 


ride on the Champs Elysees to the Arc de 
Triomphe, where the style of Paris comes 
out in regal splendor for an afternoon 
drive, and, to all appearances, a limitless 
mass of humrcn beings lined up on either 
side of the boulevard to watch the specta- 
cle, opened the eyes in astonishment of at 
least one Yankee. The cathedrals, paint- 
ings, sculptures, carving, 
organs 
and 


music are grand and magnificent. At the 
Madeline we witnessed a funeral and 
baptismal service going on at the same 
time in different parts of the cathedral. 
The funeral must have been one of some 
distinguished or rich person, for it was 
conducted with great pomp and cerej 
mony. The interior and exterior of the 
church was heavily draped in mourn- 
ing, also a canopy over the aisle, under 
which the casket rested before being 
moved to the altar. 
The ushers were 


dressed in oriental costume and did not 
remove their hats. 
There were many 


priests, two large choirs, with antiphonal 
chanting, and two organs. A very impres- 
sive service. 


The Sainte Chapelle, or the "Jewel 


church," was perhaps the most beautiful 
in a way, because of its wondrous stained 
glass windows of an early century, a per- 
fect kaleidoscope of colors. Mass is cele- 
brated but once a year there. It was my 
good fortune to hear two great noted 
organists. Early one morning we visited 
the largest market in the world, Halles 
Centralls. It was worth 
the 
effort. 


Block after block of flowers, vegetables, 
fruits, meats and fish. Men, women and 
children were in attendance. One could get 
points for a carnival of nations. The

ITS FIRST ANNIVERSARY. 


North Adams Lodge, A. 0. U. W., Cele- 


brates the Close of a Good Year. 


North Adams lodge, 179, A. O. U. W., 


celebrated the first anniversary of its 
founding last night in its rooms in the 
Father Mathew building on Centre street. 
The celebration was a hearty one and 
showed some of the spirit that has made 
the lodge the growing and progressive one 
that it is. Previous to the celebration a 
regular meeting of the lodge was held. 
Grand Superior Nathan Crary of Chieopee 
was present and six candidates werp initi^ 
ated. When the regular meeting con- 
cluded the doors were thrown open and 
members and their friends to about 100 
joined in celebrating. An address was 
made by Mr. Crary which set forth the 
benefits of the order in a very convincing 
manner. Mr. Crary is a logical speaker 
and his address was educational. Master 
Workman 
W. 
M. 
Brown 
of 
the 


celebrating 
lodge 
made 
a 
short 


address confining himself 
mostly to 


the order in general and to North Adams 
lodge. Master Workman Wills of Moun- 
tain lodge also spoke. Both of these ad- 
dresses were of much interest. There was 
a pleasing musical program 
rendered 


which helped flavor the cigars and the 
talks. William Smith, just returned from 
touring with a theatrical troupe, enliv- 
ened the evening greatly by his comical 
song. P. W. Larkin gave piano solos and 
accompanied Mr. Smith and others. A 
piano solo by Master Edward Farrell was 
one ofthe enjoyable things ofthe evening 
and equal with it was William Carroll's 
work on the banjo. Mr. Smith's recita- 
tion, "Who stole dat 
watermelon," 


caused much laughter and applause. The 
first year of North Adams lodge has been 
very successful. The lodge has sixty- 
seven members forty-four of which were 
initiated during the year. The amount of 
insurance guaranteed each member is 
|2,000 and the assessments have only 
amounted to f!5 for each member for the 
year. There has not been a death in the 
lodge's membership. There are at pres- 
ent five applications for members. 


Two laws were enacted by the legisla- 


ture at its last session which are of special 
interest to many people in this state. The 
laws are in regard to the inspection of 
steam boilers and the qualifications of the 
persons having charge of them. The in- 
spection law provides that "every corpor- 
ation firm or individual, owning or using, 
or causing to be used, within this com- 
monwealth, a steam boiler or boilers (ex- 
cepting boilers upon locomotives, boilers 
in private residences, boilers under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, boilers 
that are under the periodically guaranteed 
inspection of companies that have com- 
plied with all the laws of this common- 
wealth, boilers used exclusively for agri- 
cultural, horticultural and creamery pur- 
poses, or boilers less than three horse 
power,) within sixty days after the pass- 
age of this act, and annually thereafter, 
to report to the chief of the district police 
the location of such steam boiler or 
boilers. Each of the boilers designated 
t hall be inspected by the inspectors of 
boilers for the district in which said boiler 
or boilers is located, as thoroughly as in 
the judgment of the inspector is neces- 
sary. When the inspector finds every- 
thing in a satisfactory condition he shall 
grant a certificate of inspection, but if 
anything is found, in the judgment of the 
inspector, to be unsafe the certificate shall 
be withheld and the owner or user of the 
boiler shall not operate until its condition 
has been made such as to satisfy the in- 
spector. The penalty for violation of this 
law is a fine not exceeding |500, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months or 
both. 


The other law provides that it shall be 


unlawful for any person to have charge 
of a boiler or engine in this state, except- 
ing such as are accepted in the inspection 
law, as mentioned above, unless he holds 
a license; and the owners or users of boil- 
ers and engines coming within the pro- 
visions of this act must not operate them 
for more than one week without a duly 
licensed engineer or fireman in charge. 
The law further provides that "any per- 
son desiring to act as engineer or fireman 
shall make application to so act to an ex- 
aminer of engineers, upon blanks furnish- 
ed by the examiner, and if upon examina- 
tion the applicant is found trustworthy 
and competent a license shall be granied 
to said applicant to have charge of or to 
operate such steam plants as the examiner 
may find him qualified to have in keep- 
ing. Such license shall continue in force 
for three years unless after proper hear- 
ing it is sooner revoked, for intoxication 
or other sufficient cause, and may be re- 
newed every three years on application to 
the authority of granting the same, or at 
such time as may be determined by said 
authority." The penalty for violation of 
this act is a fine not exceeding ?300, or im- 
prisonment not exceeping three months. 
The fee for boiler inspection is if2, and for 
the examination of an applicant $1. 


Inspector James R. Howes of this town 


believes these are excellent laws, and, in 
fact, he advocated just such legislation in 
his annual report to the chief ofthe district 
police five years ago. In that report he 
said on this subject: 


"I have investigated six fatal accidents 


in the last six months, five of which were 
caused by the explosion of boilers or 
tanks. I would recommend that a law be 
enacted appointing an expert boiler in- 
spector, and through him to license all 
engineers and firemen, as is done by the 
United States laws for steamboats. Many 
of our firemen, and even engineers, do not 
fully understand the handling of an en- 
gine. I was in a portable saw-mill not 
longago and the man who had charge of 
the boiler and engines came to me,saying, 
'What shall I do with a pipe on the top of 
my boiler that leaks badly?' 
I stepped 


up and found that the engineer had fast- 
ened an eight-pound window weight to 
the plug of the safety-valve to keep it 
from bio wing off"

This act takes effect August 1, and any 


person applying for a license as engineer 
or fireman on or before that date shall be 
deemed to have complied with its provis- 
ions until his application is passed upon 
or rejected by the proper authorities. 


The man to whom application must be 


made by all concerned in this part of the 
state is George A. Lord of Boston, who 
was one of the four inspectors of boilers 
and examiners of engineers and firemen 
appointed by Gov. Greenhalge after a 
civil service competitive test. He will 


j have his office with the state police at 327 
Main street, room 12, Springfield. His 
territory will be Hampden, Hampshire, 
Franklin and Berkshire counties, and he 
will begin his work at once. After next 
Saturday his office hours will be from 9 a. 
m. to 5 p. m. Saturdays, the remainder of 
the time being spent in the work of exam- 
ination of the men, it being a part of his 
policy to examine them as far as possible 
on the plants of which they have charge. 


Although this law may seem pretty 


rigid, there is no cause for unnecessary 
alarm on the part of those at present in 
charge of engines and boilers. In the ex- 
amination of the men judgment and com- 
mon sense will be used. It is not ex- 
pected, nor will it be required, that every 
man in charge of a little engine or boiler 
shall be able to answer a lot of scientific j gojg -j^^Jj 
questions. The inspector is a practical 
' 


man, and what he will want to know is 
whether the men he examines are quali- 
fied by experience and ordinary intelli- 
gence to perform their duties in a safe 
and trustworthy manner. The records of 
very many whom he will examine will 
prove that they are, and so there need be 
no fear of a general upheaval or overturn- 
ing in the ranks of engineers and firemen. 
In the meantime all who expect to handle 
engines and boilers after August 1 should 
not neglect to send in their applications 
for examination before that time.

Oliver Brown's "Blue Tints" and Some of

Some time ago a Burlington, Vt., man 


sent to Horace A. Tower twenty six eggs 
for setting. The eggs were said to be 
those of a rare breed of fowls, called by 
some "Blue Tints" and by others "Par- 
tridge Cochins." Mr. Tower had no hens 
in a mood to devote their time to the eggs 
when they came, and as time detracts 
from the value of eggs .both as an article 
of diet and for purposes of reproduction, 
he arranged with Mr. Brown to set them, 
agreeing to let him have the brood, with 
the exception of one pair of these very 
choice fowls. 


Mr. Brown set the twenty-six eggs 


under one hen and after she had covered 
them or attempted to do so, for two weeks 
he divided the burden and called another 
hen to the task of thawing out the con- 
tents of those wonderful eggs. As is well 
understood, three weeks is the regular 
time for the hatching of ordinary hen's 
eggs, but in this case it was four weeks be- 
fore a shell was cracked. It began to look 
-try much as though the time of the sit- 
ting hens wns being wasted, when lo! the 
shells began to peel from' the "Blue 
Tints," or whatever else the outcome shall 
prove to be. They were certainly the 
most peculiar looking and acting chicks 
ever brought forth by Mr. Brown's hens, 
and bis hens are supposed to be quite as 
honest and fastidious as the ordinary run 
of fowls.

IN EUROPE. 


[CONTINUED FROM PAGE ONE.] 


Morgue, Trocadero, Aquarium, Tomb of 
Napoleon I, Cluny musuem, Gobelins ta- 
pestry manufactory, Luxembourg galleries 
parks, the Pantheon, where are to be 
found the tombs of Victor Hugo, Voltaire 
and others were of immense interest. The 
Louvre as you know, is of historic inter- 
est and remarkable for its vast extent and 
the magnificence of its architecture, but 
far more for the priceless art treasures 
which it contains. We heard two grand 
operas, Faust and Tanahauser at the 
Grand opera house, the finest building of 
its class in the world. 


Versailles, fourteen miles from Paris, 


was perhaps the most interesting. A 
beautiful summer house or palace built 
for Marie de Maintenon by Louis XIV. 
All apartments on one floor, room after 
room containing fine statuary, paintings, 
vases, furniture, silk hangings, etc. The 
private rooms of Napoleon I with furni- 
ture, bed and bath are still there; a room 
fitted for Queen Victoria in most gorgous 
style, which she refused to occupy for 
private reasons; state carriages, the finest 
in the world; the wedding carriage for 
Napoleon I for his his first wife; the cor- 
onation carriage of Charles X, used but 
twice, again at the baptism of his son, the 
most costly carriage ever constructed to 
hold four persons, costing two hundred 
thousand dollars. The palace of Versail- 
les with its enormous park and fountains, 
costing thousands of dollars to run them 
for a few hours, are beyond my powers of 
description. I had no conception of such 
splendor. Many of the kings and queens 
of France have occupied this palace. The 
rooms of Louis XIV, Louis Phillippe, and 
the state roome of Marie Antoinette were 
regal; also the ballroom. There are miles 
of paintings. It is no wonder that the 
French people rebelled agiinst such ex- 
travagance. I regret that I know so little 
of French history. 


The ride of 536 miles, on a fast express^ 


was made with comparative ease. The 
southern portion of France is mountain- 
ous, 
with grand scenery. At Marsailles 


there is a remarkable fountain, with the 
zoological gardens in the rear. Immense 
docks costing f!2,000,000. The cathedral 
of Notre Dame, on a very high elevation, 
which we reached by a hydraulic ear, 
gave us a glorious view of the city and 
the Mediterranean. The route to Nice is 
through a tropical country, with vine- 
yards, orange and olive groves. We fol- 
low the Mediterranean. Nice was very 
interesting. Splendid drives and grand 
scenery. We were delightfully situated. 
Our hotel fronted the Mediterranean and 
in front was a boulevard and narrow park 
with palm trees, cactus and beautiful 
flowers. An excellent band played in the 
park every afternoon. From our windows 
\\e watched the steamers and ships come 
and go. We found Nice a restful place to 
spend the Sabbath. You may be shocked 
when you learn that I not only went to 
Monte Carlo for the day, but attended the 
races one afternoon in Paris. 
Monte 


Carlo and Monaco, which is close by, are 
the most picturesque places I have visited, 
most beautifully situated, overlooking the 
sea. The Prince of Monaco has his palace 
here. The grounds are extensive. 
Enor- 


mous great walls of solid masonry are 
built to great height from the water's 
edge and extend for miles, and are cov- 
ered with clinging vines and cactus. The 
top is one hedge of geraniums in blossom. 
As far as the eye can reach there are 
winding paths and terraces with tropiciil 
plants on either side. 
Everything has 


been done for Monte Carlo that money 
and art can do. The exterior is a paradise, 
but the he irt of it a veritable hell. After 
presenting our cards, or showing our letter 
of credit and placing our signatures to a 
document, we were admitted to the hell, 
a most beautiful building, luxurious in all 
ocits appointments. I confess that I was 
surprised to find the gambling conducted 
with so much decorum. Not so much as a 
whisper at the tables; fully as many 
women as men playing. 
The gold and 


silver changed hands about as fast as it 
could be put out and tsken in. 
I saw no 


drinking, though there is a bar connected 
with the establishment. 
A fine orchestra 


gives two concerts daily in the garden. 
There is a law which prohibits the towns- 
people entering the 
game. 
Fortunes 


came and go in a day, and suicide is a 
common occurence. 


From Nice to Genoa the ride was rather 


wearisome. We passed through ninety- 
eight tunnels. 
Most of the streets in 


Ganoa are narrow and crooked. 
A few 


streets, however, are unsurpassed in a way. 
Taey are on the hill and are lined with 
fine palaces. A magnificent view of the 
harbor and city is obtained. 
The Cimpo 


Santo (cemetery) is said to be the finest in 
the world as regards art. 
The Municipal 


Palace is regal. A mosaic portrait of Col- 
umbus and relics and an oil painting of 
Paganini and his violin, which is kept 
under bolts and bars in an elegant 
padded cell, interested me. The monu- 
ment to Columbus is fine. 


From Genoa to Pisa the'ride was simi- 


lar to the one from Nice, eighty-five tun- 
nels. The most interesting things are the 
cathedral, baptistry, leaning tower and 
theCampo Santo. 
We heard a service 


conducted by some great bishop of Borne. 
Grand music, full orchestra, choir and 
organ.

deavor idea has been claimed for others. 
A western paper has stated that the Chris- 
tian F.ndeavor idea was obtained from 
Kev. Edward Eggleston. 
This talented 


author once was pastor of a church called 
the Church of Christum Endeavor, but no 
organization like the present society ever 
existed in his church. 


This society has also been said to have 


been modelled after a young people's so- 
ciety in Dr. Cuyler's church ill Brooklyn. 
This most wise and eminent pastor did, 
indeed, have a vigorous young people's or- 
ganization in his church, and tile success 
of this effort inspired the belief that youug 
people could be effectively organized for 
Christian work. Hut this admirable or- 
ganization never had the special features 
of the Christian Endeavor society. 


So far as careful search reveals, the dis- 


tinctive features of the Christian En- 
deavor movement—the strict prayer meet- 
ing pledge, the consecration meeting, the 
rollcall. the variety of committee work 
and the duties of these committees—were 
characteristics of this organization alone, 
and, wherever adopted, have been copied 
from it. 


At each of the international conven- 


tions of the Christian Kndeavor societies) 
it has seemed certain Unit the high water 
mark had been reached at last, but every 
year witnesses 
increased 
inteivst and 


greatly augmented crowds of delegates at 
the annual conferences. 


Perhaps nothing so clearly shows thu 


power and strength of the Christian En- 
deavor idea as these annual gatherings of 
the young people of all denomination-i 
from all over the world. 


Not only has its growth been phenom-

.\ Talk With President Clark. 


The man who is primarily responsible 


for the hosts of delegates who are now 
visiting Boston, and in whose thought 
this entire Christian Endeavor movement 
had its origin, Kev. Francis E. Clark. 
]).!).. is probably the busiest man in Bos- 
ton, but he took a few moments to speak 
of the convention that has already comu 
to the city. 


"You notice," he said, after some pre- 


liminary conversation, ''that the delegated 
who have already arrived include several 
from other lands. In out treatment of thu 
convention we must bear tliis thought in 
mind, for this is pre-eminently an inter- 
national convention. 
All tl;e delegates, 


from whatever part of the earth they may 
come, are on an equal footing. 


"We have endeavored to have a fair rep- 


resentation of all the nationalities, as be- 
comes hosts worthy of our home and repu- 
tation. You must think that our display 
of foreign flags is somewhat liberal, but I 
assure you it is as nothing compared with 
the treatment that has been accorded 
Christian Endeavorers visiting foreign 
lands. 


"It was my privilege some time ago h: 


visit many of tlie countries of the world in 
the interest of Christian Endeavor, and in 
most of these places, especially in England 
and Australia, the Stars and Stripes were 
shown fully as prominently as tlie nativu 
colors, and iu many eases more so. 


"Christian Endeavor is interstate, in- 


ternational, interracial, and most thor- 
oughly interdenominational. Every evan- 
gelical denomination in America will be 
represented in this convention, so that 
you see we may well lx' called, as you say, 
a society of inters. 


"it is more than likely," added 0r. 


Clark, "that there will be an opportunity 
for the public to attend the Thursday 
morninsr services, as many of the dele 
gates do not arrive in time to attend this 
meeting."

FAULT OF ENGINEER. 


Fearful Loss ol Life by a Collision of Passen- 


ger Trains In Quebec. 


QuEMEC, July 1(1.—A terrible accident 


occurred on the Krand Trunk railway at 
Craig's road station early yesterday morn- 
ing, the result of which 13 persons were 
killed and ir> others more or less seriously 
iujured, two of whom may die. 


A large pilgrimage from Sherbrooke, 


\Viiidsor Mills and Richmond had left the 
latter town about 10 o'clock Monday 
evening for the famous Catholic shrine of 
Ste. Anne de Bcanpre. The train carrying 
tlie pilgrims was divided into two sections, 
one running a few minutes behind the 
other. 


The first seel ion reached Craig's road 


about three o'clock, and stopped at the 
tank to take water. Due precautions were 
taken, and the semaphore was thrown to 
mark "Danger" against the following- 
train. 
Only the trainmen were astir. 


The Pullman in the rear was wrapped in 
silence aud the sleepers all unconscious ol! 
the terrible fate that was rushing- upon 
them. 


Suddenly the second se3tion, which hud 


passed the semaphore at full speed, dashed 
into the rear Pullman of the first section • 
The engine embedded itself in the sleeper, 
and the latter plunged forward and par- 
tially telescoped the car next ill front. 


Kvery berth in fche s'eeper was filled, 


aud many of the occupants were killed as 
they slept. Others awoke to their horrible 
surroundings, 
maimed, 
bleeding and 


bruised, conscious of little else but the 
agony that racked them. It was a terrible 
scene. 
The cries aud 
moans of the 


wounded ami dying pierced the air on all 
sides, while as n canopy that served as a 
veil to the tragedy the steam from the 
shattered engine rose in 
clouds that 


blinded all observation for the time being. 


The reason why the second section did 


not observe the danger signal will prob- 
ably never be known, as both the engineer 
and firemen were killed. It is believed, 
however, that the engineer, llcijeod, had 
fallen asleep at his post. No other ex- 
planation seems possible, a« there evi- 
dently had been no attempt made to stop 
tlie speed of tin onrnshing train. 


On Manitoba's Account. 


OITAWA, July 10—A ministerial crisis 


has developed in the Dominion parlia- 
ment over the Manitoba school question. 
Ministers Ouimet, Carou and Angers, 
are the only French Canadians in tlie 
cabinet,- and they were said to have 
resigned on 
account 
of 
the 
govern- 


ment's policy of delay in the matter 
of remedial legislation for Manitoba. 
Yesterday afternoon iu the house of com- 
mons, Wilfred Laurie (Lib.) moved as a 
resolution, a vv.itit of confidence in the ad- 
journment of the house, claiming that the 
resignation of the French ministers indi- 
cated that dissensions in the government 
made it unworthy to carry on the affairs 
country. 
This resolution was voted down 


by 111 to ?'i. The LiberaIs expected the 
French Conservatives to vote against the 
government, but only one of them voted 
with the Opposition. It is understood 
that Messrs Ouimet, Caron and Angers 
will reconsider their decision, and will 
withdraw their resignations, which have 
uot been accepted.
